TOKIO, Nov. 29.—Supported bv 
patriotic sentiment the military coun­ 
cil following the successful conclu­ 
sion of the autumn maneuvers is pre- 
paring the plans for an army 
in­ 
crease w’hich will add 50 regiments 
of infantry to the imperial. 
The 
tactical problems 
indicated 
most suggestively that the war of­ 
fice accepts an eventual clash with 
Russia as almost 
Inevitable. 
The 
movement of the hardy infantry line 
showed that the empire w-ould rely 
on its efective foot soldiers to smash 
the enemy’s line as they rip through 
it at Mukden. 
They desire to strengthen the in­ 
fantry line, t.ie army office has in­ 
troduced 
some 
interesting 
data, 
showing the loss sustained and im 
flicted by the several branches oi 
the Manuchurian army. According to 
these stat stics the Japanese 
army 
engaged in the battles from t he Yalu 
to Mukden had approximately 300,- 
000 infantry, 21,315 artillery, with 
893 guns, and 7,714 cavalry. 
The 
Russian army had 316,000 infantry, 
35,000 artillery, with 1,450 guns 
and 2,000 cavalry. The casualty list 
of the Japanese showed that practi­ 
cally 84 per cent of the losses wrere 
inflicted by the. infantry and that 
approximately 75 per cent of the 
losses were sustained by the same 
branch of the service. 
The publication of these statistics 
has elevated the foot soldier to a 
place as the national fighting ideal 
and the proposed increase though 
meaning a m aterial increase in the 
heavy war taxes meets with general 
popular endorsement. 
W ith the proposed strengthening 
of the infantry line Japan w'ill be pre­ 
pared to hurl probably the finest 
f ghting machine in the world into 
Manchuria at the first sign of the 
expected Russian aggressions.
